Kver  since  hostilities  broke  ont  in  Sontli  Afii.  i  I  1,  ,ve  l.een 
impressed  wth  tiie  great  importance  of  a  proi^r  nn<k  rstandn.K  of  the 
siihjea  U  thepeo-.lcof  Cuia.ia,  nnd  particularly  .m  this  l.order  where 
naturally,  ve  are  more  or  le.-s  i-.tltrerced  l.y  the  ^  ,ews  entcrtamcd  bv  ou,^ 
iie.>;hh<,.s  ac.oss  the  river,  and  they  in  turn  to  some  extent  draw  conclu- 
•sions  from  what  thev-  see  a>ul  hear  ,.n  th.^  side.  As  it  became  more  and 
more  manifest  that  mi.sconcepti.m  exis.e.l  m  both  cu,n„n.nities  I  made 
auefTort  t.  hrliuc  Dr.  I'arkin,  (Principal  of  Upper  Cana.la  College  and 
perhaps  s.-o-.>n<i  to  uono  I's  an  uithority  upon  Imperial  subjects*  whose 
elocinent  voice  not  lon^  ag..  was  heard  in  this  hall,  ta  pay  us  another 
visit,  I  used  ever)  aiKumeut  I  could  command  to  persu.de  him  to  come- 
but  lie  replied  that   t  was  absolutely  impossible  for  him  to  get  awas . 

For  months  :  have  been  studying  the  subject  for  my  own  satisfac- 
tion, and  among  other  things  I  have  obtained  the  British  Blue  Books 
thereon.  These,  as  many  of  ■  u  know,  are  the  ofTicial  record,  containiiur 
the  despatches  on  l>oth  .side.s.  They  are  absolutely  no„.partisan  bccu.se 
the  sta.ements  and  arguments  of  the  Transvaal  are  printed  with  the  s  .me 
fnllness  and  accuracy  as  those  of  Kngland.  Thev  are  conscquentlv  free 
from  that  bias  which  is  apt  to  appear,  however  little  intended,  -n  any 
other  narrative. 

In  the  course  of  conversation  a  number  of  my  friends  became 
aware  that  I  po.s.ses.sed  and  had  diligently  read  these  books  Many  <.f 
them  found  therein  information  entirely  new  to  them;  .several  conf-ss-d 
themselves  much  .strengthened  thereby  in  their  previous  views-  a;,d  others 
that  serious  doubts  formerly  entertained  w-eie  entirely  removed,  to  their 
great  peace  of  mind. 

A  number  (,f  these  acquaintances  represented  to  me  that  it  w  is  in 
my  power  to  perform  a  public  .service  by  making  known  „,  a  more  general 
way  what  I  had  communicated  to  them  privately.  If  th.Tt  be  true  as  I 
hope  it  is,  I  should  be  lacking  in  patriotism  if  I  hesitated  to  assume  the 
task  because  it  would  be  more  agreeable  to  my  feelings  to  sit  in  the 
audience  than  to  stand  where  1  now  am. 

It  may  be  thought  by  some  of  you  unnecessary  that  anything

That  the  Boers  ;<s  a  lace  have  m  iii\  ,1  iiuii.d)k'  .|iiah;ies 
no  fair  niii.deel  Iviijjlishiuan  wwhes  to  deny.  But,  however  mil'  h  j^'ood 
tlierc  iiia\  lie  in  the  Hoer-  individii.illy.  that  cannot  chan^'e  the  facts 
with  regard  to  President  Krti^jer,  who  admittedlv  1m>  managed  tiling's  hi^ 
own  way  for  a  long  time,  nor  as  to  the  olhciaN  hv  -vhoni  he  was  assisted 
When,  therefore,  I  speak  of  the  Boers  unfavorably,  1  shall  mean  simply 
tiieir  Governineiit  at  Pret(;ria. 

The  hope  h.is  been  expres.scd  that  F  would  pie-eni  both  sides  of 
this  question  fairly.  If  that  were  not  my  iiitenlioii  there  wcnld  be  no 
excuse  for  my  taking  up  your  time.  I  shall  tiiid  it  iiecessarv  to  s.iv  vdnc 
rather  severe  things  about  the  conduct  of  the  Transvaal  Ciovernnient  in 
this  controversy,  uid  if  I  do  not  bring  out  anything  to  their  credit  it  is 
-imply  because  I  have  been  absolutely  unable  to  find  anything.  I  say  in 
all  sincerity,  wuli  a  full  sense  of  my  responsibility,  that  the  official  and 
imimpeachable  history  of  their  part  in  these  negotiations  is  the  most 
ama/.ing  chronicle  of  persistent  bad  faith  which  ever  e.uue  under  my 
observation.

" 'Government,  and  left  to  the  meicy  of  these  malcontent

"  'assist  Colonel  Wood.'  " 

And  late.-,  when  the  war  oi  independence  was  over,  Mr.  Thomas 
Fortescue  Carter,  in  his  book  "A  :'ariative  ot  ih>:  Hoer  War,  '  which  is 
by  nu  meiiis  compli.nentary  t  ''e  motives  of  the  British  tTOXurnment, 
thus  describes  the  attitudv.  o!  the  i leers  toward  annexation: 

■'Anyone  who  know-  the  ac(iuaintance  vSir  T.  vShep- 
"stone  had  with  l!ie  I'.oers  of  the  Transvaal,  years  prior  to 
"the  annexation,  cannot  doubt  that,  tegarded  as  a  friend 
"and  ihnost  as  one  of  th.einselvcs,  no  one  better  than  he 
"could  have  been  selected  tor  the  t:isk  oi  ascertaining  the 
"desires  of  the  peoi)le:  Ui..!  no  one  who  knows  Sir  T.  Shcp- 
• '-tone  will  lx.die\e  that  he  did  not  ink- sufficient  evidence 
"to  prove  to  .ni\-  tnan  that  the  Boers  were  anxious  to  be 
"extriiated  from  the  dilemma  they  were  in,  and  really  wil- 
"ling  at  thrt  time  tliat  their  country  .should  be  annexed. 
"Men  who  luring  th^  late  war  were  our  foes  were  at  the 
"time  of  the  annexation  claiiotiring  for  it,  welcoming  Sir 
"Tiieophilus  Shepstone  as  the  Delivcrei  and  Saviour  of  the 
'  'conntrv. 

•'The  natura.  aveisl-.r,  cf  th.e  people  to   h'nglish   rule 
"was  overcome  for  the  moment  by  tiieir  greater  aversion  to 
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"Ijcing  wiped  ofT  the  taee  ot  tlie  Transvaal  h\  the  l)lacks: 
"that  was  a  contu-jjeiicy  staring  them  in  the  face,  ami  yet 
"not  even  tliat  imminent  cotn-iDn  danger  availed  I  >  siciire 
"'uiity  anionK^t  them,  or  woulil  rouse  men  individi-ally  t.. 
"take  upon  their  shoulder^  the  responsibility  w'  ich  rests 
"uiion  ever\-  meiuher  of  a  state." 

Tliere  were  then,  as  now,  crafty  and  dcsi),niinf,r  nun  ready  to  work 
tiixiu  Uie  simple  minds  of  the  Hoers,  to  revive  their  shiiiiln-Mii-  dislike  of 
the  British  and  to  pl:i\  upon  their  deep  love  of  iiidcpeiKUiice.  I'nfortu;:- 
ately  the  gre:it  niajorit\-  (if  them  were  tlu  ii,  a-~  tlie.\  are  ?  till,  very  iKH'ir.tr.t: 
and,  niifortuiiatih  too.  lertain  promises  made  by  l';iij;l:iiid  when  si;_- 
annexed  the  couiurv  were  not  carried  out  as  promptly  as  expected.  Tiis 
did  not  re-iilt  from  .tn\  bad  faith,  but  from  the  fact  that  just  then  >'s- 
Bartle  Frcre  found  lu->  hands  full  with  man.v  mattes  whicli  might  w.! 
appear  to  him  much  more  urgent,  as  described  in  that  admirable  boot:, 
"The  Transvaal  I-Vom  Within,  '  as  follows;-- 

"  The  failure  to  f  •^ill  promises  was  not  deliberate. 
"Circumstances  combined  to  prevent  Sir  Hartle  Frcre  troai 
"visiting  the  Transvaal,  as  intended  and  promised.  .'Native 
"wars,  disagreements  between  the  Culoni.il  and  Imperial 
"authoritie.-,,  the  obslriftions  and  eventual  dismissal  of  the 
".Molteno-Merriman  Mitii-,lr\ ,  Natal  and  Diamond-fields 
"affiirs,  and.  above  .ill,  the  Zulu  War.  all  coinoined  tn  pre- 
"veiit  Sir  H'''!e  F'rere  Irom  fulfilling  his  obligations  to  -.et- 
"tle  Trans\.i  i  matters." 

Xothi'ig  could  have  been  more  unlnckv  fo,  both  r.uxs  than  what 
then  took  i  lace.  Tiie  l!oer->,  torgetting  the  eiiornunis  benefits  winch  thev 
had  so  lately  reaped  t'rom  the  British  occuiiatioii,  (whatever  might  be  .said 
tor  or  r^ain.st  it  in  the  long  run),  suddenly  took  uv  arms  against  the 
very  few  British  soldier^  tiien  in  the  country,  whom  by  superior  number.^ 
and  skill  witii  the  riile  they  del'eated. 

Shortly  came  the  disaster  of  Majuba  Hill:  then  the  armistice, 
resu'ting  in  the  restoration  of  independence  to  the  Transvaal,  subject  to 
B.tish  suzerainty,  -inder  an  agreement  known  as  "The  Conveiiti<,n  o: 
i.Ssi."  A  second  Convention  was  made  in  i,s,S4;  and  the  dispute  whic'.: 
is  now  being  deciiled  b\-  the  sword  has  to  do  with  those  two  docunieiit- 
Ivxcept  as  'o  its  inlliKiic-  .ipon  the  temper  of  the  parties  to  these  agree- 
ments, nothing  that  wciit  before  has  any  bearing  upon  the  rights  or 
wrongs  of  this  war.  I  have  referreil  to  the  annexation  because  it  explains 
the  l■evi^•al  of  bad  feeling,  and  also  becau.se  in  many  quarters  it  is  charged 
against  Ivngland  as  an  unwarranted  aggression. 

It  is  I)oth  impossible  and  unneces.sary  here  to  consider  all  the 
tunny  differences  which  have  ari.sen  under  th'  ~e  Conventions,  whetlicr 
settled  or  unsettled,  because  two  are  recognized  by  both  combatants  as 
pre-eminent.      Thev  are: 
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(I)     The  aliened  ),'rifvaiucs  of  Hritish  subjects    in  tiie  Traiisvail. 
(-')     The  I'jiglish  claim  of  su/crainty ; 
wliicli  \vf  will  consider  in  the  above  order.

THE    ALLEGKD    (IRIEVAXCHS    OF    BRITISH 
SUBJECTS  IX  THE  TRANSVAAL. 

Our  fellow  subj'.-cts  w.re  continuou.sly  coiuplainiuK  of  ).jross  injus- 
tice, and  there  is  no  denial,  except  by  the  Boers  themselves,  (and  not 
by  all  of  them),  that  these  complaints  were  al)undantly  well  founded  and 
of  lo-.ig  duration.  N'either  does  it  .seem  pt)ssible  to  deny  that  the  condition 
of  these  people  ^rew  steadily  worse  instead  of  better. 

So  iiUK'h  has  b(.i  11  written  on   this  subject  that   it  can    -laneK    ]k- 
necessary  to  ;;o    into   details.      I    will    only   quote    from    the   leiHTt 
s]Kich  made  in  the  X'olksraad  in  August,   1,^95,  by  a  Hv)er  iiicinlKr, 
Jippe  : 

Who  are  the  people  who  now  deiiiand  from  u^  ,1 
reasonable  i  \tension  of  the  franchise  '  There  are,  tobe),Mii 
"with,  almost  a  thousand  old  burj;hers  who  con.sent  to  snch 
"extension.  Ther  j  are  in  addition  eij;ht  hundred  and  iiinecy 
"petitioners,  aiso  old  burj^liers,  who  com])lain  that  the 
"franchise  has  been  narrowed  i)v  recent  lej^islation,  and  there 
"is  lastly  a  monster  petition  bearinj,'  ,vs.7'J<>  names,  chiefly 
"from  the  Kand  j^oldfields  ;  and  in  passinj^r  j  mav  mention 
that  I  ha\-e  convinced  iii\-'e!f  that  the  signatures  to  it,  with 
"very  few  exceptions  |)erha])s,  are  undoubtedly  .i,a-iiuine. 
"Well,  this  ])etition  has  been  jiractically  si<;ned  bv  theeiitire 
"lX)pulatioii  of  the  Rand.  There  are  n(..t  three  hundred 
■•people  of  any  standini;  whose  names  do  not  appear  there. 
'■'  ''■''  '■'■  It  embraces  also  all  nationalities  :  tlie\  all 
"have  sitrned  it.  So  have  -and  tliat  is  sij^niificant — old 
"buiKdiers  from  the  Free  State,  who-e  father^  with  Nours 
"reclaimed  this  country:  and  it  l)ears  too  the  sij;natures  of 
"some  who  have  been  !)(>in  in  this  country,  who  know  no 
"other  fatlierland  than  this  Republic,  but  whom  tlie  law 
"regards  as  strangers.  Through  our  own  act  this  nuiltilii<le 
"is  compelled  to  stand  together,  and  so  to  vtand  in  this  most 
"fatal  of  all  ([uestious  ui  aiilagoni-,m  to  us. 
"Shall  we  c(jiivert  them  into  friends,  of  shall  we  send  tlieiii 
"aw.iy    e-.iipty.     dissatisfied,    embittered;'  - 

"Well,  hould  we  resolve  now  to  refuse  this  retjuest.  what 
"will  we  do  when,  as  we  well  know  must  hai)j)eii.  it  is 
"re])eated  by  two  hundred  thousand  one  day?  Vou  uill  all 
"admit  the  doors  must  be  oi)ened.      What  will  Vjecome  of  us

And  so  the  Outlanders,  seeii;;;  no  other  hope,  ^ot  leadv  for  the 
fi>;lit,  whieh,  howe\er.  the\  trusted  would  l.e  avoided  wlie.i  the  (lovern- 
11  ent  saw  that  they  were  determined  They  laid  in  amis  and  prepared 
!or  a  movement  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Hut  the  Jameson  raid  -a  most 
■ieplorabk-  aet  'or  the  (  )iitl,uiders  ,nid  all  Smith  .\friea -siKnled  their 
Jilaiis.  The  raiders  weie  e.il.tured  :  the  (iovenmieiit  had  i>repared  itself  : 
and  the  outeonie  of  the  whole  matter  was  that  at  tin-  re(|i'est  of  the 
Hntish  Hi,i,di  Commissioner,  ,iiid  uixm  i.l,iii~il.le  ])roiiiiscs  by  Pre-ident 
Kru>ier.  the  Outlanders  jrave  up  their  amis. 

The  Fresidenf.s  proaiise.s  were  not  kept,  and  matters  euiitiiiuecl  in 
a  most  unsettled  and  danKerous  eondition  until  May,  1899,  when,  at 
the  instance  of  President  Stevn,  of  the  Orange  I'lee  State,  it  was  arranged 
that  l're.sident  Kruj^er  ami  Sir  Altred  .Milner.  Hritish  VAgh  Commis.sioner, 
should  meet  at  Rloenifontein  with  a  view  to  finding  some  friendly  solution 
of  the  ditlic'ilty,  which  by  this  time  had  been  rendered  acute  b\  a  jx^tition 
to  Her  Majesty  from  .:  1 .000  of  her  subjects  .setting  torth  their  wrongs  and 
ai)pealing  for  that  protection  which  is  the  birthright  of  every  man  who 
owes  allegiance  to  the  Union  Jack. 

President  Kruger,  accompanied  by  two  members  of  his  executive 
Council,  the  Transvaal  State  Attorney  and  other  officials,  niet  Sir  Alfred 
Milner  on  May  ;,i.st  last,  when  it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Fischer,  a  member 
of  the  Ivxecjtive  Council  of  the  Orange  Free  State,  should  act  as  inter- 
preter, which  he  did  throughout. 

At  the  request  of  President  Kruger,  Sir  Alfred  Milner  opened  the 
conversation  I  <|;iote  his  exact  words  because  it  is  '-'sirable  when  pos- 
sible to  Ibllow  that  course,  and,  moreover,  neither  I,  nor,  I  think,  any 
other  man,  could  hupc  to  find  language  more  convincingly  expressive  of 
the  sincerest  desire  for  a  friendly  settlement  and  to  avoid  a.sking  any 
thing  which  could  be  reasonably  objected  to  by  the  Boers. 
Sir         cd  Milner  said  :

There  were  numerous  other  conditions  in  the  President's  scheme, 
but  I  mention  only  the  above  in  order  to  s;iow  their  objectionable  leatures 
and  impracticability.  In  the  first  place  there  are  five  years  during  which  it 
can  be  fairly  said  that  the  Uit'.anders  naturalizing  would  be  imder  the  full 
obligations  of  citizenship  with  none  of  its  material  rights.  Secondlv, 
conditions  2  and  3  for  naturalization  and  condition  2  for  tne  full 
franchise  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  comply  with.  Suppose  one  of 
ourselves  was  called  upon  to  produce  proof  of  obedience  to  the  laws  of 
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our  own  country,  liow  wDiiUl  he  ^u  about  it.''  Take  my  own  case.  I 
have  lH.'en  absent  from  Walkcrville  less  than  one  month  m  the 
past  five  years.  If  I  should  go  to  our  Poliev  Magistrate  and  ask 
for  a  certificate  that  during  tha'  time,  or  the  past  two  years,  I 
had  not  broken  any  law,  would  he  give  it'  Certainly  not.  He 
would  say  to  me,  "My  dear  Sir,  all  that  I  can  state  is  that  you  have  noi 
"been  charged  with  any  offence  before  me.  What  you  may  have  done  in 
"other  parts  of  the  country  I  know  nothing  whatever  al)out."  How 
much  more  difficult  would  it  be  to  produce  such  proof  in  a  country  like 
the  Transvaal,  with  little  of  our  mplete  legal  machinery  ;  with  all  the 
officials  of  a  different  race,  speaking  a  different  language  and  hostile  to 
the  new  population  ? 

Suppose  agam,  th;it  having  emigrated  to  the  Transvaal  I  require 
proof  that  I  enjoyed  full  citizenship  ami  franchi.se,  or  was  entitled  thereto, 
in  Canada.  To  whom  would  I  write  for  it?  What  officials  have  we  who 
are  authorized  to  issue  such  proof?  If  we  had  them  what  certainty 
would  there  of  ne'-'^ssity  be,  unless  they  were  familiar  with  my  hand- 
writing, that  I  was  the  person  who  formerly  lived  here?  Having  got 
my  certificate  how  winild  I  identify  myself  in  the  Transvaal  as  the  party 
named  in  the  document?  How  would  I  prove  to  the  Transvaal  that  t  ;e 
Canadian  Official  was  the  proper  person  to  issue  it  ?  And  then  consider 
further  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  Uitlanders  are  working  men, 
with  little  experiei-.ce  of  business  and  affairs.  vStill  further  con- 
sider the  ca.se  of  men  who  when  they  left  their  native  country 
had  not  reached  the  votiiig  a;.;e,  or  were  not  ]ios^e->>e(l  of  the  \-()tiiig  (pia  - 
ifications,  or  if  entitled  thereto  had  failed  to  get  their  names  utx)n  the 
voters'  list. 

Loukin;^'^  at  these  tnuisual,  (  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  ini;K)ssib)e), 
conditions,  what  conclusion  can  we  come  to  than  that  President  Kruger 
had  no  'utention  whatever  of  proposing  a  fninchise  which  was  ]iracticat)le; 
tliat  he  nierelx  oiTered  ;lie  shadow  without  tlie  substance,  tliinking 
thereby  to  gi\e  the  complexion  of  bona  fides  to  his  re])eated  jjrofessions  of 
a  desire  to  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  I'itlanders,  as  represented 
!)_>■  the  I'ritish  Commissioner. 

The  liloemfoiUein  Conference  having  tiuis  ])roved  alx.rtive.  Sir 
Alfred  Mibier  was  instructed,  June  fitli,  isqcj,  to  forward  to  Mr,  Kruger 
Mr.  Chanilierlain's  note  of  Ma>-  Mh.  which  had  been  held  back  in  the 
hope  that  tile  Conference  might  render  its  prescnt;itinn  unnecessary 

That  note,  after  referring  to  the  ])etiti(ni  from  21,684  Hritish 
subjects  before  mentioned,  and  setting  forth  the  ri.i^lit  of  e\-ery  CiO\-eni- 
nieiit  to  inter]x)se  under  such  circumstances  if  con\'ince(l  that  the  i.-oin- 
{)laints  are  justified,  ])roceeded  in  calm  and  friendly  language  to  state 
the  wrongs  of  the  Outlanders  sienerally  ;  that  Hritish  subjects  had  t)een 
arbitrarily  r.rrested  in  the  dead  of  night,  dragged  fn^m  their  beds  and 
cruelly  beaten  and  kicked  by  ruftuuily  field  cornets  whom  the  Govern- 
ment refused  to  punish  ;  that   a    Hritish  subject,  named    hxlgar,  had   his 
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ho!i>t;  iMokiii  into,  aiul  was  llllll^<.•lt  ?.hot  dead  by  one  of  four  p<Jiicenieii. 
who  had  no  war.  uit,  and  not  one  of  whom  saw  !iim  coinniit  any  otTcncc; 
or  in(i'.;d  k.icw  that  hi'  had  coniiuittcd  any.  Thv  tharKc  was  that  hjl^ar 
struck  one  of  the-  invac'irs  with  a  stick,  l)iit  th.it  wa^  dcnud  \,\  lii-,  wife 
;uid  others.  The  iKjhcLiiian  was  tried  and  acquitted,  the  Jiidj^e  warmly 
approMnj.;  tlic  vtrdici.

"Tile  condition^  suh^istinv,'  in  tlie  .South  African  Re- 
"piihlic  are  altoKcther  inconsistent  with  such  e.|ualit\  ,  and 
"are  in  striking'  contrast  to  those  suh-istinj;  in  all  British 
"Colonies  jxiNscssin;,'  rei)nsentative  institutions,  where 
"white  men  of  every  race  enjoy  e(|ual  freedom  and  ecpial 
"justice,  and  uew-crmiers  are,  after  a  reasonahle  i)erio<l  of 
"residence,  a<liiiitted  to  full  |K)litical  riJ;ht-^.  In  the  Orange 
"Free  .State,  where  similar  jiri vile,i;cs  are  co.iceded  to  all 
"aliens  resident  in  the  Kepuhlic.  the  Dutch  hurKher  and  tlie 
"forei},Mi  iininiKraiit  wlio  cnjovs  the  hos])itality  of  the  State 
"live  in  harmony  and  i.iuti.al  confideiu  ■.■;  and  the  independ- 
"euce  of  the  Repul)lic  is  secured  as  well  by  the  contentment 
"and  loyalty  of  all  its  citizens  as  by  the  j^ood  relations  which 
"prevail  between  its  Govrmiieiit  and  those  of  other  pa'-ts 
"of  .South  Africa. 

"I'lifortimatelN-  the  jxilicy  of  the  .South  African  Re- 
"public  has  been  coiulucted  n  very  different  lines,  and  but 
"for  the  anxiet>  of  Her  ^hljcsty's  Government  to  exlend 
"every  consuleration  to  a  weaker  State  which  in  recent 
"years  has  had  jiist  reason  to  coiii])lain  of  the  action  (if  15ritish 
"subjects,  and  may  therefore  be  naturally  proiif  to  susjiieion 
"and  indisposed  to  take  an  impartial  view  of  the  situation, 
"the  state  of  alT.iirs  must  have  led  to  the  must  scrioUs  pro- 
"test  and  rcinoustrance.  Recoj,nii/in<;,  how  \  er,  the  e.\- 
"ce])tioiial  circr.iiistances  ,)f  the  case.  Her  M.iJcslv's  Cov- 
"eriniKUt  lia\-e  refrained  since  tlieir  despatcii  of  the  4tli  of 
"I''el)ruary,  i.s./,,  from  any  ])ressnreon  the  ("..  vcrnmeiit  of  the 
"South  African  Republic  except  in  cases  in  which  there  ha.s 
"been  a  distinct  breach  of  the  ])n>visions  of  the  Conxciition 
"of  iSN|;  and  they  have  .siiKereI\-  hoped  that  the  C.overn- 
"meut  of  tlie  Republic  would  voluntarily  meet  the  expecta- 
"tioiis  raisi'd  by  the  President,  and  would  take  the  ncces.sary 
"stejis  to  secure  that  willin,i;  Invalty  of  al'  the  inhabitants  of 
"the  State  which  would  be  the  best  guarantee  for  its  .secnr-

FoUowin.i^  the  failure  of  the  Conference  a  lart^e  nuetin.i;  of  Johaii- 
Tiesbiir^'  ritlander.-^,  estimated  at  5,000,  was  held,  at  whi-.h  a  resolutio'i 
was  ])assed  that  the  President'^  jirojxisals  were  utterly  inade(iuate  lo  ])r(-- 
(Iwcij  satisfaction.  The  seconder  of  the  re-olutioii  was  an  American 
citizen,    Mr,  Seymour,  a  distinj^uished   en^;ineer. 

Ret  irninp  to  I'retoria  on  June  i.tli,  tlu-  President,  three  days  later, 
c.-^rised  liis  re)iort  of  the  v.\,nferencc  to  he  laid  before  the  \'c)lk.sraad, 
whuli  by  acclauiatioii  apjirox-ed  his  course. 

On  June  12th,  the  President  introduced  in  the  \'olksraad  ;■  ■ 
fianchise  law  which,  \^-'iile  sHt^htly  changed,  was  in  etTei.-t  what  he  had 
pro{K)sed  at  llliieiiifontein.  At  short  intervals  other  chan.<.;es  wercr  intro- 
duced, .md  these  were  so  freq'ient  that  it  was  ([uite  impossible  for  .Sir 
Alfred  Milner  to  keeji  Mr.  Chantberlain  informed  up  to  date  what  efTect 
they  were  ..kely  to  have.

On  Jiil\  I  nil  tlic  \'olksraad  took  up  a  draft  fraiuhist-  law  in  which 
still  luitlur  oli,ini;<^s  had  luiii  iiiadc.  It  improved  iijxni  the  foriiur  pro- 
jxis.il  in  soiiK.  rtspiTts.  lint  tliL-n-  wvn-  still  ii,aii\  )^ra\i-  ol.jfctioiis,  aiiioii>^ 
otlRTs  that  iR(),.li.- who  caiiif  iiito  the-  rountr>  as  farhack  as  i,s.;i,  i.sc,.>  and 
i.Sc)',  would  have  to  w.iit  from  one  to  four  years,  and  that  the  formalities 
were  cunihersonie   and    ealculitid    to  cause  ditliciilt\-    and   <lt,iay. 

Within  a  week  this  law  was  passed  by  the  \'olksraa'  with  only  one 
trilling'  amendment.  The  Prtsi<leiit  and  his  advisers  had  lieeii  distinctly 
informed  that  the  British  ('.owriinient  could  not  re-ard  the  law  as  a  satis- 
factor\-  solution  of  the  dililcult','.  'mt  nevertheless,  in  s]iile  of  all  the 
rresideiit  hid  sai<l  at  Itloeiiifoiiteiii  a  few  weeks  before  as  to '.he  inipo.s- 
sibility  of  inducing;  his  bur,i;hers  to  coiiseiu  to  a  less  liberal  measure 
except  in  exchange  for  certain  concessions  b\'  I%iis.;laiid  in  other  directions), 
this  law  was  rushed  throut;h  the  \'olksraa(l  ;  why,  it  is  difficult  to  uiider- 
staiiil.  unless  the  object  w.'s  to  keep  up  the  jireteiice  of  anxiet\-  to  satisfy 
th'_'  I'itlanders  and  the  Hritish  government. 

A  ]>ublic  meeting  of  the  uneufranchiseil  at  Johannesburg  declared 
tliis  law  wholly  unacceptable 

On  July  ;,:st,  Mr.  Chamberlain  telegraphed  to  Sir  Alfred  Milner  : 
'I  now  authori/e  \i)U   to  iiu-ite   President    Kru>(er  to 

"apix)int  delcLcates  to  discuss  with  ours   (luc-stion    whether 

"reforms  which   \'olksraad    lias  ])assed   will  ^ive  immediate

On  Au.i^ust  I  ,th,  the  15ritish  A.i^ent  at  Pretoria,  Mr,  Greene,  tele- 
graphed to  Sir  Alfred  Milner  that  t'.ie  Transvaal  Gov-ri.  .lent  liaii  indi- 
cated their  williiii^ness  to  make  certain  projx)sals  to  IKr  Majest_\'-.  Gov- 
ernment provided  the  latter  would  not  press  their  reipiest  for  the  pro. 
po.seil  joiiit  erKiuir\-  into  the  ix/iitical  reinesciitatioii  of  the  Uitlanders. 
What  the  British  A,i;eiU  understood  tli;)se  i>ropo-'',s  to  be  was  .set  out  in 
''etai'  in  his  telegram.  'P1k\  were  concessions  of  the  most  radical  kind, 
closely  approximatiiii.;  the  su,i,^,i^estions  made  by  Sir  Alfred  Milner  at  the 
Conference.  One  projiosal  was  thus  expressed  b\  the  British  A^^erit: 
"The  simple  details  of  the   franchise  law  to  be  dis-

And  further  to  show  the  sliiftitiK'  a.id  unscrupulous  methods  of  the 
Transvaal  in  these  negotiations:  when  now.  for  the  first  time,  proposing 
a  franchise  likely  to  prove  acceptable  t<.  the  Uitlan.l-  >s,  and  consequently 
alsot..  Mie  l?ntish  Covcriimeiit,  they  made  it  an  express  condition  tV  eof 
tnal  the  Jaim  of  suzerainty  sh.m'd  he  ahaudoned,  a  cndiliun  which  Sir 
Alfred  Milner  had  declared  at  Hlnemfortein  could  mider  no  circumstances 

be  entertained. 

The  l^ritish  (H.veriiment,  while  admitting;  that  tiiis  franchise 
scheme  was  an  enormous  improvement  on  the  previous  .nies,  and  expres:;- 
in-  the  opini.m  that  it  could  casilv  he  made  the  Iums  of  a  satistactn.y 
SfcUlemeiit  of  the  Uitlandevs'  ;;ric\ances.  firmlv  dedined  to  accept  the 
conditions  attached  thereto,  md  the  Transvaal  refused  to  withdraw  tlu-m. 
There  these  nej,  Jtiations  reallv  ended,  allhon^'ii  the  Transvaal,  until  the 
last,  kept  up  the  pretence  of  wishing  to  come  loan  understan(iin«,  but  with 
alack  of  good  faith  which  the  .le^i-aiches  milv  too  plainlv  show. 


THE  BRITISH  CLAIM  OF  SUZERAINTY. 

The  teim  ■suzerainty"  is  admittedly  somewha^.  diffi.  ult  of  precise 
definition;  Init  it  has  been  stated  time  and  a^aiu  mi  the  haikdish  side  to 
mean  that  .she,  as  the  power  haviuK  the  vastly  preponderating  possessL.ns 
and  interests  in  South  Africa,  cannot  permit  anvthiiiR  dan-erous  to  those 
possessions  or  interests  to  be  done  by  the  Transvaal,   whether  within  its 

own  borders  or  not. 

Tlie  I'.rilish  Oovernmeu'.  maintain  that  the  ri-ht  of  I'liRland  to  take 
that  position  is  recoginzed  by  the  Conventions  of  issr  and  18S4.  They 
hold  that  althou;.;!!  the  <n-//VA,s- of  the  former  were  replaced  by  those  of 
the  latter,  the  p>,;u)iH,-  of  the  first  Conveiitinn  w:;s  preserved.  The  Trans- 
vaal Government  assert  that  the  Ccmvention  of  iSS.  was  entirely  an- 
ntdled  bv  the  later  a:4reement  ;  and  to  supp'.rt  their  cnntciition  they  have 
,i,,t  hesitated  to  .lisre;^'ard  cert;..in  evident  facts  nor  even  to  make  state- 
ments which  are  positivelv  without  foundation. 

We  must  leave  it  to  lawvers  to  (krid.-  what  the  true  interpretation 
of  the  document  is;  but  we  may  at  least  look  at  the  ground  taken  by 
the  parties  in  their  discu.ssion  thereot.

Before  loii^  the  Hdcrs  he>;,in  to  eoinplain  of  this  Convention,  ami 
finally  Mi.  Iviii^er  and  two  compatiKJii^  were  sent  to  London  bv  the 
Volksr.i.id  to  nej^ot'ate  for  a  fiesli  underst.indiii}^.  They  at  first  asked  to 
be  treated  as  an  independent  power,  which  re(|iU'^t  w  i->  promptly  and 
positively  declitK(l.  Tliev  then.  ,u  I.otd  Derbv'^  siiKRestion.  formnlaled 
their  views  in  writiii.;  under  date  oi  N'ovenibir  i.^tli,  iS.s,,  from  which  I 
quote  : 

"The  iinpr,u-tical)ilit\  of  the  Coiu'eiitioii  has  appeared 
"chiefly  in  the  followiuj,^  pouiis  :

It  should  be  particularly  noted,  that  the  objection  waste  "the  extcJit

modify  were  specified  tli^''e  was  no  mention  of  \.\\c  f>>(a»tble. 

TweKedays  later  they  submitted  to  Lord  Derij\-  a  draft  Treaty  or 
Convention,  which  wis  rejected  by  him  on  the  jj;roundlhat  it  w.is  "neither 
"in  form  nor  in  substance  such  as  Her  Majesty's  Government  could 
"adopt." 

It  is  a  very  common  thing  for  people  to  ask  more  than  they  expect 
to  get  and  to  get  less  than  they  ask.  There  is  the  Convention  itself  to 
show  what  the  agreement  was,  and  I  would  not  go  into  tlie.se  preliminaries 
but  for  the  fad  that  the  Boers  have  since  dr.igged  in  all  kinds  of  state- 
ments as  to  what  the\-  wanted,  what  transpired  verbally,  aiul  what 
correspondence,  iS:c.,  pas.sed  between  them  and  Lord  Derby  previous  to 
the  signing  of  the  Convention.  My  object  is  to  show  their  shallow 
arguments  and  positive  untruthfulness.

••rii;ht  to  serve  as  jurymen,  and  likewise  to  >elecl  tiie  loc.u  otficials,  sucli 
■•a-  field  cornet,  commandant  .md  landdro-t,  .md  tiuy  obtain  thereby  ,1 
"verv  import. iiu  infltierce  on  the  local  ( lovcrninent." 

Al'ter  hi',  return  to  Capetown  Sir  AliVed  MiU.  discovered  that 
hffon-  the  (\mic,,>ne  the  appointment  of  l.inddro-ls  on  all  gold  fields 
•.hroughout  the  countrx  had  h,n  entirely  takoi  away,  cvot  Jiom  juH 
bu>xhc><,,  and  i-laced  m  the  hands  of  the  Government.  The  landdrost  is 
,  Stinendarv  Magistrate,  who  a.lministers  justice  and  receives  the  revenue 
of  a  district.  As  Sir  Ailed  Milner  remarked,  the  President's  statement 
was  'misleading  on  a  point  of  importance." 

Hnv  arc  we  to  account  for  this  persistent  prevarication?  It  cer- 
tainlv  was  not  like'.v  to  mislead  the  British  officials;  what  then  was  the 
in.>tive?  Thai  .inestioii,  I  think,  can  be  easily  answered.  The  o!)ject 
was  to  influence  public  opinion  throughout  the  world;  to  create  a  senti- 
ment in  other  countries  hostile  to  Kngland;  ^.m.I  to  divide  the  British 
neople  themselves.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  keep  before  the  p.iblic 
ihc  f.icts  of  a  controversy  so  wide,  and  which  has  been  runnuig  for  years; 
Iv.'.t  io  a  man  like  Dr.  Leyds,  who  never  allows  facts  to  st.uid  in  his  way, 
it  was  not  ditficult  to  work  up  the  de^red  sentiment  in  coinmunilies  never 
parlicularlv  well  disposed  toward  Great  Britain;  and  in  ICngland  itself 
■.here  was,' of  ccmrse,  the  usual  opposition  to  the  Gnvernment,  so  that^ 
between  half  Iruihs  and  actual  lalsehoods  the  nation  was,  until  the  real 
outbreak  of  hostilities,  very  much  divided  in  opinion.  There  were  many 
things  in  favor  of  the  Boers.  Their  nnmerical  ins.-nificance;  the  dangers 
through  which  they  ha.l  passed  in  the  original  settlement  of  the  Trans- 
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all  api)t.'alc<l  stroiigl\-  ti>  t  Ik-  ill^tlllct■^  ol  chivalrous  pcuple.  With  iiiaiiv 
olluis  thc-ir  rcpiitatiuii  l^r  ciix-p  a-li^jious  conviction  doiilitless  had  Us 
weight.  A  great  jx)Wli  inii->t  lia\c  a  \(.Ty  strong  cas.  to  carry  i>iil)hc 
opinion  with  it  in  a  <iiiiirLi  with  a  sin  ill  jxjwii 

It  Is  111  r.ilrs,  to  siv  that  till-  luiropeaii  \k  Irs  arc  to-ilas  almost  a 
unit  .iL;anisl  ii-.  'I'Iil  most  wv  cm  hope  tor  i^  thi-  m-iitralitv  of  thci: 
GovvniiiK-nts;  luit  it  is  by  no  nicaiis  uuouccivahk'  that  popular  clamor 
iniuhl  ])iisli  -.onir  ot'  thfin  into  hostilitic-.  ayainst  us.  either  on  behalf  of 
tile  Tiau-vaal  or  tor  tluir  private  etuN.  CertimK  there  is  at  jneseut  ao 
piililic  seiitiineut  winch  wouM  have  the  elTect  i-:  holdiii'^'  their  Ciovern- 
nieiits  bai'k  it'  tlie>'  Were  disponed  to  adopt  .sUch  a  course.  This  is  a  j^reat 
aivautai^e  to  the  Boers,  and  it  supplies  the  motive  we  are  looking  for. 

This  un  aiiuity  of  disappro\il  would  be  less  remarkable  it"  the 
discontent  in  th'/  Transvaal  were  coiHiiK.i  to  British  subjects,  which  w  i^ 
b\  no  uieaii^  til  iM-e.  Ml  Rouliot,  I'resident  of  the  Chamber  of  Mines 
at  Joliannesi)nrg,  a  l-Venchiiiau,  saiil:

.Such  elTroutei'-  of  falsehood  perhaps  never  entered  into  interna- 
tioii  il  tiegotiatio'.is  before  It  would  be  incredible  were  the  proof's  not 
found  in  the  official  (hviiments.

And,   at    last,   the    Government  which     had  been   stuhhovnlv    im- 
movable  for  year.s  -which   the  Britisli  Commissioner  foan.l       impossible 
to  make   hea^h'-ay    with   on   any    point -became   most  impatient  to  know 
wh.it  proposals  Mr.  ChaniDerlain  would   submit    in  place  of  'hose  which 
'lie    Trausvaal    h  id   unceremoniously    withdrawn.      Thev   were  told  that 
they  were  beiuK  prepared  and  would  h.>  presented  as  soon  as  ,)Ossible;  but 
they  could  not  svait.       They  expressed  Rreat  surprise  that  there  should  be 
any  delav  in  so  simple  a  matter-so  simple  that  f^ve  days'  personal  discus- 
sion between  President  Firuger  and  Sii  Alfred  Milner  on  one  of  the  many 
differences  between  the  two  coimtries  had  b<'en  absolutely  without  result. 
They  pretended  to  believe  that  England  was  gaining  time  for  military 
preparations,  although  they  were  by  no   means    neglecting   that    sort    ot 
thing  themselves;  and  finally,  as  you  know,  they  presented  an  ultimatum 
which  left  no  alternative  but  war. 

The  ultimatum  was  dated  just  fourteen  days  after  Mr.  Chamberlain 
had  announced  his  intention  to  make  suggestions  for  tlu  setllemcni  ot 
every  existing  difference  betweii  the  two  Governments,  which  interval 
was  declared  to  be  evidence  of  deliberate  piocraslinatum  im  the  part  ot 
Mr.  Chamberlain.  Vet,  when  Mr.  Chamberlain  s  reipie.st  for  .t  joiiii 
ciKiuiry  into  the  franchise  then  offered  was  laid  be  1  ore  t lie  Boer  Cuvern 
nient,  ' toi  dors  cla/>.u;i  without  the  s!i-htc.<t  si,i;n  of  any  reply,  and  when 
the  answer  came  it  wis  n:)t  a  definite  one,  but  a  counter  proposition  // 
■a-ould  hr  inslrurtiir  if  r,v  ,.'u!d  apply  the  Rule  of  Three  to  these  t:rop,rn,d., 
and  the  wei^rhtiness  of  the  problems  resfuiiv.lv  under  e,  isideration. 

It  really  look.s  as  though  the  Boers  never  intended  to  tell  the  truth 
or  to  keep  any  j)iomise  they  made. 

Article  IV.  of  the  Co'iveution  of  1S84  reads: 

■The  South  Alrican  Republic  will  conclude  no  treaty 
.'„_   ,.,.,-..,„o„t    ,T.itli   nnv  St"  '   nation  other  than  the 
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"Orange  Free  Statf,  nor  with  any  native  tribe  to  the  east- 
•'ward  or  westward  of  the  Ri-ptihlic,  iinlil  tin-  sani,  luis  hten 
"approvtii  hy  //ri   .\f,t/,^/y.  l/ir  Oiin-ii. 

"Such  apjiroval  shall  he  considereil  to  have  been 
"Rrauted  if  Her  Maje.-ty's  (lovernnient  shall  not,  within  six 
"months  after  receivinj;;  a  copy  of  such  treaty,  have  notified 
"that  the  conclusion  of  such  treaty  is  in  conflict  with  the 
"interests  of  Clreat  Britain  or  of  any  of  Her  Majesty's  pos 
"sessions  in  South  Africa.  " 

Clearly,  then,  unless  the  British  Government  j;ave  their  decision 
sooner,  v/t  nuiulhs  »H.<t  i lapse  ■aS\.f\  \  treaty  wa-i  made  before  it  cotild  ^o 
into  eflfect. 

But  what  did  the  Hoers  do  i"  The  Convention  was  ratified  liv  the 
Volksraad  August  S,  iS>S(,  and  b\'  September  Kith  following  the  Boers 
had  made  a  treaty  with  natives  and  tlie  President  had  issued  a  procUima- 
tion  upon  the  strength  thereof,  (^n  May  9th,  i8<)i),  the  Transvaal  State 
Secretary  attempted  to  justify  this  action  in  the  lollowing  remarkable 
language: 

"That  Article  gave  the  right  to  conclude  treaties  with 
"any  native  race  to  the  east  or  west  ot  the  Kspublic.  snhjd't 
"fo  the  asseti/  of  Her  Majesty,  ai  when  lit''  Majestv  's  Gov- 
"ernmeiU  raistd  objection  to  the  approval  of  tha*  agreement 
"the  proclamation  :cas  hitlulni:,  >t.^' 

To  suppose  for  a  moment  that  these  cunnin>j  Boers  did  not 
appreciate  the  great  difference  between  pni<ioic\  assin;  and  sub  cqucut 
objection  would  be  preposterous. 

At  the  Bloemfontein  Conference  President  Kiuger  ask^  1  Sir 
Alfred  Milner  the  meaning  of  England's  military  preparations  in  South 
Africa,  in  reply  to  which  Sit  Alfred  said  that  they  appei.red  insigniiicant 
by  comparison  with  those  of  the  Transvaal.  The  crafty  Kiuger's 
answer  was  as  follo'vs: 

"It  pleases  me  very  much  to  Jiear  what  His  Mxcel- 
"lency  said,  but  I  would  like  to  give  him  a  correct  idea 
"with  regard  to  his  statement  that  the  Afrikanders  are 
"being  armed.  Your  Excellency  knows  thai  when  the 
"State  was  first  founded  the  .\.f!  ikar.clers  were  .J.way . 
"armed,  but  that  they  gradually  hecaine  neglectful  therein, 
"and  when  a  commando  had  to  be  called  up  against  the 
"Kaffirs  we  found  very  many  were  not  armed,  while  many 
"oi  those  who  had  arms  had  old  guns,  and  you  can  easily 
"imagine  that  when  one  was  seivedwith  a  new  gnu  they 
"all  wanted  one."

In  :in  expedition  of  onlv  500 
men  who  surren.lere<l  within  four  days  of  crossing  the  border,  with  a  lo>s 
to  the  Boer  forces  of  5  killed  and  3  wouu.ded.  Leaving  out  of  account 
altogether  the  tact  that  the  raid  was  brought  about  by  the  intolerab!- 
treaUnent  of  the  countrymen  of  the  raiders,  one  h.is  only  to  compare  this 
claim  with  the  indemnity  exacted  by  Prussia  from  France  to  perceive;  its 
ut;er  absurditv.

He  indulges  in  a 
Kreat  deal  of  abuse  oi  I'.nsjland,  l)nt  he  advances  nothinj^  to  show  that  the 
Transvaal  j^ave  the  ritlinders  e(iiiitalile  law>.  impartially  administered, 
and  those  rivjlits  uhich  free  men  will  .ihv.iv--  deman<l,  wherever  they 
nia\    l)e. 

Mr.  Jaiiie>  liryee,  who  ironi  lii--  present  altitude  mii^ht  In  assumed 
to  lind  much  ;;o(>d  in  the  Hoers  and  tiiei  Ciovernment.  wrote  of  them 
thus  more  than  two  se.irs  since: 

"Se\ered  from  luirope  and  its  inllnence  two  hundred 
"\ears  a^o,  tliey  have  in  some  of  the  elements  (jf  modern 
"civili/atiim  ^oiie  back  rather  than  forward.        ■''  '"  * 

"They  are  -tran-jjeh  ignorant  and  backward  in  all  their 
"ideas.  They  li.ive  no  literature  and  very  few  newspapers. 
"■>         '■■■'  They    dislike    and    despise    the     Kaffir^, 

"whom  they  have  regarded  as  Israel  may  have  regarded  the 
"Amalekites,  andwliom  thev  have  treated  with  L(iual  .sever

"the  modern  world  or  of  international  politics.  +  *  * 
"They  have  a  double  measure  of  wariness  ami  wiliness  in 
"their  intercourse  with  strangers  because  their  habitual  sus- 
"picion  makes  them  seek  in  craft  the  defense  for  their  igno- 
"r.ince  of  affairs. 

"Hoth  legislation  and  administration  have  been  car- 
"ried  on  in  a  rough-and-ready  fashion,  sometimes  in  viola- 
"latum  of  the  strict  letter  of  .ue  law,  and  the  provision  of 
"the  Grondvvet  (Constitution!,  that  no  law  should  be

I  cheerfully  rest  my  case  a-iainst  the  Hoer  Government  upon  this 
description  of  it  by  Mr.  Hryce.  Is  there  any  man  who  knows  what 
freedom  and  justice  and  progress  mean,  who  could  be  content  to  live 
under  such  a  government  ;  to  have  the  laws  to  which  he  must  submit 
made  and  administered  by  such  people? 

I  am  often  asked  by  my  American  friends  why  it  \-,  if  England  is 
right,  that  Mr.  Hryce,  one  of  ourselves,  (who  is  accepted  in  the  United 
States  as  an  able  and  impartial  historian),  declares  the  war  to  be  an  unjust 
one  provoked  bv  Great  Britain.  I  see  the  difficulty  and  deplore  it;  but  I 
cannot  pretend  to  ofTer  an  explanation.  I  can  only  reply  that  there  are 
three  things  I  am  entirely  unable  to  understand.  The  first  is  that  any  one 
who  has  carefully  looked  into  the  facts,  (which,  Imth  as  a  member  of  the 
British  Parliament  and  as  a  writer  on  the  subject,  Mr.  Hryce  vas  in  duty 
bound  to  do),  can  justify  the  Boers:  the  secnd  is  that  any  man  with  the 
slightest  pretensions  to  patriotism  should,  after  the  die  has  been  cast,  de- 
liberately throw  his  voice  and  his  influence  on  the  side  of  the  enemies  of 
his  country  ;  the  third  is  how  Mr.  Hryce  reconciles  his  former  with  hi.-, 
present  utterances.

I  detect  nothing  of  the  kind  in  the 
despatches  or  the  discussion  at  Hloeiiifonteiu.  (Jn  the  contrary  the  lang- 
uage of  Kngland's  represenlatives  was  singularly  forbearing  under  great 
provocation. 

Listen  again  to  Mr.  Bryce,  one  of  Mr.  Chatuberlain's  bitterest 
opponents.      .Nlore  than  iwo  years  ago  he  wrote:

Hut  there  is  another  issue  which  as  1  hflitve,  we  -hall  all  aKree 
IS  ([uite  l>i«  eiiouKli  t"  justify  the  war,  even  if  there  were  no  other,  and  if 
w.ir  had  not  'leeii  forced  upon  us  hy  the  invasion  of  our  .soil.  That  issue 
1-.  whether  Hritish  citizenship  shall  continue  to  he  a  valuable  lieritaKc 
or  an  eiiiptv  phrase  ;  whether  the  Tnion  Jai  k  shall  -till  be  an  effectual 
jirotectiou  or  become  nothing;  more  than  a  distinj^uishiuK  bad^e.  If 
f.reat  Britain  can  uo  longer  assure  the  safety  c^  her  subjects  beyond  her 
own  borders,  then  the  sad  day  lias  conu-  when  the  British  Ivmpire 
must  cease  to  be.  And,  for  my  part,  though  I  have  no  fears  as  to  the 
result— nor  would  I  have  were  the  task  tenfold  as  heavy  — I  would  a 
thousand  times  rather  our  glorious  tlag  should  be  lowered  in  the 
-truL'L'le  than  thnt  one  of  its  subjects  should  in  vain  have  appealed  to  it 
lor  justice.
